The registration is a gov ernment 
req uest, which amounts to all loy al 
people to a gov ernment order. 
It is in response to the req uest of 
the 
United 
States 
gov ernment, 
through 
Surgeon 
General 
Gorgas. 
that the American Red Cross is mak­ 
ing a surv ey of all nurses, graduate, 
trained and otherwise, in the nation. 
The fact that the armistice has bèen 
signed in no way diminishes the need 
for this action, the gov ernment in­ 
forms the Red Cross. 
Register Tomorrow. 
Friday of this week 
(tomorrow) 
will be registration day for nurses in 
this county . 
Ev ery woman 
in 
the 
county who has had any nursing ex ­ 
perience or schooling whatev er, 
is 
asked to register then. 
Those in and 
near Dix on will register at the coun­ 
ty court house, where the Red Cross 
rooms will be open all day , from 9 
a. in. until 5 p. m. 
Others in the 
county are asked to go to their near­ 
est Red Gross chapter to register. 


No Obligation. 
■ It is important to rem ember that 
t iis registration is not a signing up 
for duty . 
It entails no obligation to 
serv e in any capacity , 
ft simply fur­ 
nishes the gov ernment with informa­ 
tion regarding the nurses of the na­ 
tion which is desired by the gov ern­ 
ment. 
Those W ho Register. 
Tire follow ing persons are asked to 
register. 
If they do not register, the 
Red Gross is instructed to 
forward 
their names and addresses 
to 
the 
gov ernment : 
Graduate nurses. 
Pupil nurses. 
Ungraduated nurses. 
Trained attendants, 
Practical nurses. 
Mid wives. 
Women who hav e taken Red Gross 
courses. 
Lee county women who will he un­ 
able to register tomorrow are asked 
to get t hoir q uestionnaires 
of 
Miss 
Pay ne, superintendent of tho Dix on 
hospital, and fill them out 
before­ 
hand. 


Registration Very Necessary . 
It is emphasized that although the 
armistice has been signed, the need 
of this surv ey is just as imperativ e, 
and ev ery one is req uested to respond 
as conscientiously as though the war 
were still in progress. 
There hav e been prev ious surv ey s 
but they hav e not been sufficiently 
uniform in character to answer the 
needs of the gov ernment, and it is 
for this reason that the present reg­ 
istration of nation-wide scope, is be­ 
ing held. 
The American Red Cross was chos­ 
en by the gov ernment to carry out 
this surv ey because, by army regula­ 
tions, it is th e reserv e for the Army 
Nurse Corps, and through its nation­ 
wide organization of chapters 
it 
is 
competent to 
giv e 
complete 
and 
speedy response to the demand. 
Contained in the instructions for 
the registration is the paragraph: 
The nurses should be led to under­ 
stand that this q uestionnaire 
does 
net in itself constitute 
enrollment, 
hut merely furni&JiesMnforraation. It 
is the patriotic duty of ev ery nurse 
in the country , both trained and un­ 
trained to assist in carry ing out the 
req uest of the W ar Department by 
filling out and signing 
a 
q uestion­ 
naire. and it is eq ually the patriotic 
duty of each community in the coun­ 
try to make sure th a t no nurse is 
ov erlooked.

Mrs. J. H. Drew from her son, H e r­ 
bert, with the A. E. F.. in F rance: 
Oct. 17 , 19 18 . 
Dear Mamma: 
This is the first good chance I ’ve 
had to write since the middle of last j 
month. 
Most of the reason was b e - 1 
cause I couldn’t mail anything, also 
ihere was too much to do. 
We are 
doing a good job over here, believe j 
me. 
The knowledge of our success 
keep s us from tiring. 
I am well and 
in fine shape, p retty dirty and quite 
a few cooties, but in fine 
condition 
considering the strain. 
I am writing 
this in a Fritz dugout 20 feet below 
ground and so have a poor light. 
I 
ex pect we will have to live in cellars 
and woodsheds when we get home for 
a « b ile and get used to civilization 
by degrees. 
I would hate to live this 
way as long as the Fritzies have. Dir­ 
ty, cramp ed and m usty,’ they d on’t 
feel good after living in the open, but 
it is all in the game.

while a few o thers, like the lo v ely Bu l­ 
garian gentian, are indigeno u s flo wers 
no t fo u nd elsewhere. 
Bu t su mmer 
su cceeds so qu ickly to the time o f 
melting sno ws that the fu ll gU)ry of 
spring flo wers on the Rho do pe range 
is seldo m seen ex cept by the shep­ 
herds o f the mo u ntain pastu res.
